(treme, but in England and Ireland, 
j though not so muc 


in Scotland, it was 
little less than lamentable. 
| In 1887 there was no system of educa- 
|tion in Great Britain worthy of that 
imame, and not until 1870, thirty-three 
years after ‘Her Majesty’s accession, 
was the first Education Act passed. 
Up to this period, with the exception of 
the great public schools, national edu- 
cation had. been entirely neglected, and 
if it had not been for efforts put forth 
by the religious bodies, chietly the 
Anglicans, the Romanists and the 
Methodists, the working classes of the 
country would have been all but unedu- 
cated. What a contrast is presented 
in the state of education, both in Eng- 
land and the Dominion, between what 
it was at Her Majesty's accession and 
as itis today! Now, to meet a young 
manor woman of British birth who 
cannot read or write is happily the ex; 
ception ; before many years have elapsed 
it will be all but impossible to tind any 
such person. 

To dwell upon all the chanyes and 
improvements which have taken place 
during Her Majesty's reign would be to 
write not alone the history of England, 
bat of Europe. There is probably no 
living person who exercises a greater 
influence in European politics than 
jdoes the Queen, and this despite the 
fact that never in the slightest degree 
throughout her long reign has she acted 
in Other than a strictly constitutional 
| manner. ms 

The Queen’s life like that of hundreds 
of her subjets, has not been without its 
trials and its sorrows. Widowed in 
/ 1831, she has never ceased to mourn 
the loss of him who, amidst misrepre- 
}sentation and at one time all bur oblo- 
iquy, bore himself bravely and manful- 
ily, and, departing, “Left behind him 
[oenrints on the sands of time,” 

Of Her Majesty's nine children, two 
jhave preceded her to the ** Great Un- 
known.” Of her sons-in-law, three 
also have been called away, while the 
Duke of Clarence, the Prince of Wales’ 
eldest son, died on the very threshold 
of his career. That Her Majesty may 
yet live for many years to occupy the 
throne of an empire upon which the 
sun never sets, is the earnest wish, the 
heartfelt prayer of all men and women 
of whatever shade of religious or politi- 
opinion throughout the British 
Empire,

UOhoue a coul 
apell, eo that if the quantity 
required cannot be bad at one milking 
it can be saved and the milk taken at 
night added to the morning milk A 
piece of rennet the size of your hand, 
previously soaked several hours in wa 
ter, about @ pint, or\a rennet tablet 
dissolved is now to be added to Lhe milk. 
Place over the fire in any vessel! large 
enough. For our firet cheese making 
we used atin wash boiler holding 
twelve gallons. Stir-in the whey made 
by soaking the rennet—or the tablet 
dissolved—stir long enengh to thor 
oughly incorporate with the milk. Heat 
gradually up to eighty-four degrees 
Fahrenheit, then remove from the* fire 
and let stand half an hour or until coa- 
fulation takes place, after which cut 
the curd into small squares so that the 
whey may escape. The whey should be 
be Of a greenish cast and nearly tran- 
Sparent when the curd is “set” as it 
is termed; should the whey be of a 
milky color it denotes a deficiency of 
rennet or heat. Aiter the curd haa 
“set,” dip off all whey possible before 
removing the curd. Have ready a4 
Square of cheesecloth, scaided and rina- 
ed ‘allerward. Spread in a clean bas- 
* which should be placed over a tub 
® catch the whey, a common wash tub 
will answer very well and also a clothes 
basket if clean cap be used, being care- 
ful to wash and dry quickly after us

ing. 

Tip the curd from the boiler, place 
in the cheesecloth and let drain awhile, 
then with the hand break the curd up 
fine. Salt to taste, after which gather 
the cloth. Now lift carefully ana place 
in the hoop, which should be placed 
where it is intended to be pul to press. 
A bench, or even the sink can be used 
if no better place can be found. A clean 
board is to be placed under the hoop, 
which is bottomless. Fold the clot 
evenly over the curd so as not to wrin- 
kle and place the “follower” or cover 
over it. A small weight is best at first, 
adding or changing to a heavier ina 
few hours. Let the curd remain in 
press about twenty hours, changing 
once in that time, a clean wet cloth 
being used to turn it upon. After re- 
moving from the press set away un- 
til dry, after which grease well with 
mixed butter. Turn every day and re- 
peat the process for a week. Place @ 
bandage of thin cloth around the side 
and keep in a cool dry place secure from 
flies, Do not place-in the cellar as it 
will soon mold, unless very dry and 
airy. In about five weeks it will be 
cured and ready to set before your fa- 
mily. We never use annatto or col- 
oring matter to tone up our cheese, 
or to simmulate richness—simply use 
pure milk, cream and all. Do not skim 
off any part of the cream and you can- 
not fail to produce a cheese, Lhe. qual- 
ity of which will please your family or 
friends. Try it, sisters, and let us 
hear results. Do not make seven-cent 
butter when a cheese is so much eas- 
lex to make.— Mrs. A. C. McPherson. 
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FACTORS IN BUTTER MAKING. 

The man that gets there must, in 
butter making, as in all other under- 
takings, be an up-to-date fellow—- up- 
to-date in all matters relating to his 
business from beginning to end. 

If one will stop and think— think 
hard and long—he will find that many 
factors enter into butter-making. 

First, one’s farm should be put and 
kept in proper order. Preparing a farm 
for dairy farming includes a good deal 
more than can be hinted at in such 
an article as this. But the reader can 
think of a good many improvements 
that oan be made on such a farm and 
by further reading and inquiring can 
learn of many more. 

Second, farm buildings are  impor- 

nt factors in dairying and while they 


need be neither showy nor expensive | 


can be neat and comfortable, 

Third, the selection or raising of a 
herd of cows is a very important mat- 
ter. It is now gelting to be under- 
stood that every successful butter mak- 
er is nearing, or has reached or passed 
the three hundred pound mark. By this 


is meant that it does not pay to keep | 


any cow that will pot produce at jeast 
250 pounds of butter per aunum and 
that a real protitable berd should be 
made up of cows averaging about 300 
pounds per cow each year. Such herds 
cannot a3 & rule be purchased, they 
must be raised. 

Fourth comes the question of feed, 
This is 4 big and important question 
and no infallible rule can be laid down, 
because locality, climate, prices and ac- 
cessibility are sul-features of the feed 
question. The preparing of the farm 
a feature that also enters into jt, 
The preparation of the farm can include 
provisions for valuable grasses. 

bifth, the care of cows. 
tion interlocks with questions first, 
second and fourth. Putting a farm in 
order for dairying should include atuple 
provision for water for the berd for 
both summer and winter, pure water 
ind accessible. Condition of farm 
buildings is an important § factor in 
the herds’ comfort Feed and care are 
twin factors. With care is coupled 
milking. one of the most important 
operations on a dairy farm. 

Sixth relates to dairy houses and ap- 
pliances—the manufacturing plant, | 
you please. This should include needed 
ippliances, reference to which cannot 
made in detail in this letter. Let 
those interested dilligently and. intel- 
ligentiy look the matter up;. 

Seventh, care of product from time 
received in dairy bouse or room till 
butter is produced and ready for mar- 
xet.

NEW JAPANESE WAR-SHIP. 


Qucer Ceremony Which the Japancae 


Adept ai a Launching. 


A new battle-ship for the navy of Ja- 
pan was recently launched from 
wharves of the Thames lron Works 
Company, in London. It received the 
name “Fuji,” which means “Peerless.” 
The simple but impressive rites con- 
nected with its naming consisted in 
these charming observances: Strings, 


threaded red and white—the Japanese 
colors—by which the mighty monster 
of the sea was tied toa Magstaff, were 
/cut witha silver knife by the Marquise 
Kato, wife of the Embassador of Japan 
to Great Britain, before its final launch. 
The lady at the same time freed a 
number of white-winged doves, that 
fluttered up in the aur out of a cage 
suspended from the bow of the Fuji, 
which was thus surrendered to its wa- 
tery element. This is said to be the 
heathen custom of the “Yankees of the 
East,” a ceremony which their Chrie 
tian namesakes of the West might with 
propriety adopt in place of their own.

is brought down to bullion. There 
is little doubt,however,that in some, 
if not in all the mines of British 
Columbia there are such ores, and 
where ample capital is found there 
is no doubt but some, if not many of 
them, will become dividend-paying 
mines. But with most of the On- 
tario gold ores, as any skilled met- 
allurgist would readily see who ex- 
amined the various lots of specimens 
in the Natura) History building, the 
process is yery much simpler and 
cheaper, as well as more expedi- 
tious. They are known as tree- 
milling ores, because a very large 
proportion if not the whole of the 
gold which they carry is not chemi- 
cally united with other mineral 
substances.

Ontario Gold Fields. 

WHAT IS BEING DONE IN THE EAST 
MINING OPERATIONS IN HASTINGS 
AND PETERBOROUGH COUNTIES —a 
SUBSTANTIAL COMPANY IN THE 
FIELD—-LOCAL CONTRIBUTIONS NOT 
DESIRED—-AN EXTENSIVE MINERAL 
BELT. 


At the Rossin house yesterday 
wasa gentleman who, ina quiet 
way, is engaged in a gold mining 
undertaking probably as extensive 
as any ot those which have brought 
Rossland and the Trail Creek dis- 
trict into notoriety. He is Mr. A. J. 
G. Swinney, manager of the Can- 
adian Gold Fields Company, Ltd., 
whose headquarters are at De- 
loro,and whose operations are inthe 
counties of Hastings and Peterbor- 
ough. Fora long time past it has 
been Known that gold existed in 
this region, and prospecting parties 
at intervals went out, but although 
the indications were ‘most encour- 
aging, little was done in the way of 
development, chiefly for the reason, 
perhaps, that the ore is of the re- 
fractory order. 

Speaking to a Mail and Empire 
representatiye yesterday Mr. Swin- 
ney said that his company had been 
at work over a year. They had 
all the capital they required, and 
with a new process which they em- 
ployed they had got the most satis- 
factory results, extracting from 90 
to 95 percent. of the gold in the 
ore, 

“Our ore,” he said, “is of med- 
ium grade, yielding about $22 per 
ton, but of course the value of a 
mine depends on the ease with 
which the gold can be extracted, 
not on the amount which the ore 
contains.” The company which Mr. 
Swinney represents is composed en- 
tirely of Old Country capitalists,and 
their property covers an area of| 
more than 19,000 acres. “Belle-| 
ville people know very well what 
we have done,” said Mr. Swinney, 
“and some Toronto people have 
taken an interest in our operations, 
but we have no desire to boom our 
property, We have all the capital | 
we require, and are not in need of 
local contributions.” When asked 
about the process of extraction, Mr. 
Swinney said that it was entirely 
new, at lenst in Canada, though he 
could not say whether it was em-|} 


ployed elsewhere. “I prefer not}

'Yhe 
Pipestone Branch railroad runs from 
here south, We are distant here from 
Vancouver 1850 miles, from Winni

As we travel over the distatice to Win- 
nipeg we pass many bright and busy 
towns and at almost every place eleva- 
tors of large size with now and then a > 
flouring mill. These places are from 5 
to 8 miles apart, Two places are of 
special note: Carberry with its popula- 
tion of 1200 and an important grain 
centre, and Portage La Prairie with 
9000 population, on the Assiniboine 
river. ‘This is the market of a rich and 
thickly settled district, It has large 
flouring mills and grain elevators and 
& number of industries. The Manitoba 
and North Western railway extends 
from here over 200 miles north west to 
Prince Albert. We reach Winnipeg on 
a Friday and remain a few dave, At 
the Great Divide our height above, sea 
level was 5296 feet, and here it is only

HOW FEED AFFECTS BUTTER. 


In the transactioné of the Highland 
Society Mr. Speir contributes an arti- 
cle on “The Effecta of Food on Milk 
and Butter,” which le a notable addi, 
tion to the opinions expressed on this 
controversial gulject. Mr. Speirs ex- 
periments consisted in the feeding of 
four cows in the first instance for four 
to five weeks on different rations, add- 
ing « fifth cow when the quantity of 
milk began to fall off considerably,and 
& @ixth when [ft fell off still more as 
the period of lactation approached its 
termination. The quantity and qual- 
ity of the mUk were not the only 
points tested for its “churnability” 
was aleo determined by ascertaining 
what proportion of the {at waa recov- 
ered in butter, and how much was left 
in the skimmilk and the buttermilk. 
Notice was also taken of the quality 
of the butter produced from different 
kinds of foods, and of any increase or 
decrease in the live weight of the cows. 
The following are Mr. Speir’s conclu- 
sions : 

Pirst: That at least two foodsyoung 
fresh grass and brewers’ graina have 
the power of lowering the percentage 
of fat in the milk, and that other two, 
vetches and decorticated cotton-seed 
ake, have a tenaency to increase it. 
This effect of grains and young grass 
upon the quality of the milk ia well 
known to all dairymen. In both of 
these foods it seema to be combined 
with a tendency. to increase the yield 
of milk and the probability is that the 
increased flow is the cause of the low

If my reasoning is correct the more of 
any partioular food element the calf 
consumes and digests the more it can 
consume and digest as it develops a 
capacity to do so.

THE POISONOUS SPIDER. 


DEATH MAY RESULT FROM A BITE 
BY THE INSECT. 

Many Varictics of Common tpiders Whose 
Bite ies VYenomeus—Giant Spiders of 
Madagescar-Am Authority Whe Says 
the Spider ts Net Polsonous. 

Every now and then a person dics 
of a spider bite. All spiders are pols 
enous, but very few are eufficiently so 
to cause death. Miss Cora Sanfelise of 
Brookiyn, N. Y., who died trom the ef- 
fects of a spider bite recently, was at- 
tacked by a black spider about three- 
quarters of an inch long. This arach- 
nid undoubtedly belonged to the “lath- 
rodectus” species. 

The “lathrodectus” are very venom- 
ous. Their galvary glands contain a 
poisonous liquid. This injurious fluid is 
expelled through little holes in the ex- 
tremitias of the mandibles or jaws when 
they bite. Their bites are seldom fatal 
to human beings, although they have 
been known to throw people into con- 
| vulsions. Many small animals and even 
| birds generally die when attacked by 
| them. 

In Madagascar there is one species of 
epider whose bite is said to be always 
| fatal. It is a glossy black, with a red

| THE POISONOUS TARANTULA. 

The tarantula is alleged to be poison- 
jous. Of course it is somewhat so. It 
i lives in the tropics, and, like all anim- 
jals, including snakes, that live in the 
iterrid zone, it collects a great deal of 
| poleon, and much more rapidly than in- 
sects that live in a colder climate. Ven- 
'om always acts more quickly and is 
more dangeraus in a hot country. 

The famous “katipo” spider is sup- 
\posed to be very poisonous: This is a 
|Yery shy arachnid, and hides in dark 
places and under stones. It has a bright 
red t on its stomach, It is so much 
like the “lathrodectus” aa to belong to 
all intents and purposes to the same 
species. 

The natives of New Zealand are so 
much afraid of the “katipo” that they 
iwill not camp in any neighborhood 
where it is found. They assert that hu- 
man beings are often by it, and 
believe that it is of an evil 
spirit. ; ; : A 
, The Kirghis of Asia call this spider 
the “black widow” and are equally fear- 
ful of it. They say that many camels 
are bitten to death by it, and that some- 
times whole herds of cattle are killed 


by it. 

"The Corsicans who call it the “malmi- 
gnatte” declare that many people are 
annually killed by it. 

A variety of jumping spider haunts 
ithe sunny side of walls. It is. very 
|fierce. and particularly venomous. It 
is also aggressive, as indeed are all 
lapiders, and if you point — finger 
at it it will attack you. If you try to 
‘capture one he will throw himeelf up 
on his hind legs and prepare to fight. 

MOST SPIDERS ARE FEMALES, 

Moat of the spiders one sees are fe- 
males, as that is the most important 
sex, the male seeming to have no use in 
life except to propagate the species. 
The females are offen twenty times as 
big as the males, and frequently eat 
their masculine relations. 

An authority opposed to the idea that 
spiders are poisonous is Dr. George 

arx, who died recently. He was cele- 
brated as an expert in arachnid lore, 
and his collection of these creatures 
i'was probably the most remarkable in 
existence. So littl did he believe in 
their venomous qualities that he offer- 
ed at any time to submit his own arm 
to their bites for exper ouence. 

He orice took a rabbit and carefully 
shaved a portion of its skin clean of 
fur. Then he made a cut in the skin 
and introduced into the wound two lit- 
tle poison sacs from the jaws of a 
“lathrodectus.”” 
gacs open while they were inthe wound 
jand permitted the venom they held to 
flow out, thus inoculating the animal 
jas effectively as could be. The rabbit 
iwas as lively as ever twelve hours aft- 
ler the operation. No effect worth men- 
j tioning was obtained.

metallurgist of the Canada Gold Field 
Syndicate,is at the Quinte.accompanied 
by his wife and her maid, Mr. Picard 
will make his headquarters at Deloro, 
remaining there for several months. 
He is thorougly satisfied that in the 
new process for extracting the gold his 
company has a ‘‘ good thing.” It is 
their intention to extract only the gold 
at first, afterwards looking to the large 
quantity of arsenic which this ore 
carries, Mr, Picard is highly pleased 
with what he has seen of Belleville.and 
says that he has seldom been in a 
place that is so pleasant to look upon.

K, Picard, of London, England, who 
is in charge of the Deloro gold mine, is 
a guest at Hotel Quinte.

In conversation with a Sun 
representative he said that he was sat- 
is there was gold in the country, but 
the ore is very refractory and most of 
the metal is found in the mispickel.

ONTARIO’S IRON MINING, 


The Toronto Globe rightly deplores 
the slow development of iron mining 
and smelting in Ontario up to the 
present time, but expresses the belief 
that<* past and present progress do not 
adequately represent the possibilities of 
the iron industry in this province.” 
After commenting upon the result of 
bonusing private enterprises for the de- 
velopment of the industry, that journal 
adyocates the Ontario Government tak- 
ing over the work and pushing the de 
velopmént of the mines to a satisfactory 
conclusion. The Globe says :—"* If the 
experiment -hould prove unsuccessful, 
and the ratio of outlay to returns show 
that the province does not possess iron 
in paying form, the knowledge gained 
would no doubt be worth the cost. 
Should the industry become a source of 
reyenue the change will be advantage- 
ous, present operations being a charge 
on the Provincial finances. it should 
prove a.losing venture the question of 
iron development may be regarded as 
settied.” 


NORTH HASTINGS GOLD MINES. 


Ald. W. A. Hungerford, of Belleville, 
who was recently through mining 
districts of North Hastings. gives a 
most encouraging report in an inter- 
view with a representative of the Belle- 
ville Sun. Speaking of the Consolidated 

ld mine near Deloro, and three miles

rimenting in this way. Ifthey had 

t the bi-products go and taken the 
— readily available, the North 

asti mines would now be the great- 
est gold producers in the world to-day.” 

There are ane of activity besides the 
operations of this big English syndicate. 
Ano company is securing lands 
near Bannockburn and will commence 
operations in the spring. 

Mr. Cross of Madoc discovered a very 
valuable deposit almost within Madoc 
village limits. It has been assayed ty 
Prof. Donald of Montreal and yields 
$20 in gold and $20 cobalt and nickel to 
the ton.

Foreign Bodies in the Throat. 

The difficulty of removing fish bones 
and similar obstructions impacted at 
the lower end of the oesophagus is 
well known, and various mechanical 
measures and appliances have been in- 
yented to deal with the difficulty.

St. Peter's Presbyterian Church 


Ordination and induction of the Rev. Edward 
W. MacKay a0 Paster.

To the Presbyterian church people of 
Madoc and vicinity the 6th of October 
must surely be a red letter day in their 
calendar, for oa that day occurred one 
of the most important gatherings that 
has ever taken place within our know- 
ledge of its history, It is not an un- 
common ceremony of the Presbyterian 
church, the ordination and induction of 
ite ministers, but this was one of peculiar 
significance, The long pastorate of the 
Bey, Mr. Wishart—40 yeare—had al- 
most Catised to become fixed in the 
minds of the general public that he was 
the Presbyterian church here and that 
St. Peter's, notwithstanding its sub- 
stantial walls and beautiful architect- 
ure, would drop into disuse when he 
who had been so closely identified for 
80 many years should pass from its 
active leadership. If such an idea had 
gained any hold in the minds of any 
the gathering of Tuesday afternoon and 
evening must have fully dispelled it. 
His work has been beyond question one 
of long and faithful discharge of duty, 
and the principles he advocated and 
the duties he enjoined were those that 
are at the very foundation of all true 
national and religious life, but the con- 
aregation of St. Peter's has a life and 
vitality that ia not dependent on any 
single human instrumentality. Mr. 
Wishart was laid aside by severe ill- 
nesé in the month of January last, and 
was taken to his son's home injforonto 
but the work, we are informed, has 
gone steadily On without a break.

This, of course, does not apply 
to all kitchens, but to the big, airy. 
sunny ones. 


The farmbouse kifchen aobts to be 
a large one, aa a rule. A farmhouse is 
blemed with light from all sides, and 
if possible a kitchen should have win- 
dows on the west and south sides. The 
#un will keep it healthful and cheery in 
winter, and when summer comes, morn- 
ing glory vines will cover the windowa, 
keeping the kitchen dark and cool from 
morn till night. Then, a hardwood 
floor adds to the appearance of the 
room, besides being so much easier to 
scrub, An old soft-wood floor may be 
painted like the wood-work, with two 
coate of good paint, all oracka and crev- 
ices Heving been previously filled with 
putty in order to make the floor smooth. 
A hardwood floor, if oiled well, will be- 
come smooth and dark, easy to keep 
clean and will wear for years. It is 
much the cheaper in the end. A wains- 
eoting three feet bigh all around the 
room, painted and varnished will look 
neat and clean, for, as everyone knows, 
the walls near the floor always become 
soiled and spotted first. The walls 
should bé amooth and white and treat- 
ed, for the sake of hygiene and clean- 
liness, to a coat of ecaloimine twice a 
year. Some people prefer painted or 
papered walls in the kitchen, but the 
most healthful, and really the prettiest, 
after all are the clean, white calcimined 
ones. 

If there is a hydrant in the kitchen, 
a sink is a necessity. The white en- 
ameled omnes are by far the prettiest. 
It ia best not to have the sink boxed 
in all the way to the fioor. That only 
makes damp and musty corners and be- 
comes. a catch-all for old pans, brushes 
and rags. It is, though, a splendid 


idea to have a section of the space un- 
der the basin boarded in and a drawer 
provided for the stove clothes, black~ 
ing. brushes, pumice stone, etc. 
rainage should be well looked after. 
If a new house is built, it should be 
placed on the highest land, that all the 
water and drainage will run off the 
premises, but not into the well or cis- 
tern from which the drinking water 
is taken. Neglect of this bas caused 
more sickness than can be imagined. 
Malaria, consumption, typhoid fever 
and kindred diseases have their origin 
from such a source, and this is more 
often the case in the country than in 
the towns where perfect sewerage 1s 
provided. Barns and other out-build- 
ings, should be so situated that they

There are so many pretty cheap wash 
materials to be had now to cover it 
with that it can be made very cosy 
looking. There should also be a rock- 
er by the sunny window, where at odd 
moments the busy house may steal 
a few minutes of comfort. F 

With all this, however, bright, shin- 
ing cleanliness is absolutely necessary 
if beauty is the point. No matter how 
plain or how meager the furnishing, 
uf everything is neat and clean, it is 
attractive. E 

If one is to build a house, avoid stair- 
ways and steps as much as possible. 
To have to constantly climb stairways 
is extremely tiresome and dangerous 
even for a healthy person, and is 4 
positive cruelty to a weak one. With 
all out doors, as the farmer has, 4 
house may cover as much space as 
chooses to have it, and there is less 
work, and more comfort when all the 
living-rooms are on the one floor; but as 
fay as bealth is concerned, the sleep- 
ing-rooms should always be on the 
second floor. ‘

THE QUEEN'S LONG REIGN 


IT IS LONGER THAN ANY OF HER 
PREDECESSORS. 


The Wonderfal Changes Which Mave 
Fakes Piece fm the British Beepire 
Peering That Time.Mer Retge Never 
Tainted by Seandal—‘“Ged Barve the 
Raecen,” \ 


Her Majesty, the Queen of England, 
Empress of India, on September 24ih, 
reigned longer than any of her prede- 
comors, Or than any but two monarchs 
known in history. The Queen's. grand 
father, George LIL, occupied the throne 
for fifty-n'ne years three months and 
four days; his granddaughter has to- 
day passed that period by just twenty« 
four hours, and there is every humana 
probabllity that she will attain to the 
full sixty years. 

Daring ber Majesty's reign she has 
had thirteen Parliaments, the four- 
teenth now beimag assembled, and twenty 
Ministries. Her Prime Ministers have 
been Lord Melbourne, Sir Robert Peel, 
Lord John Russell twiee, Earl of Derby, 
who waa thrice the Queen's adviser; 
Lord Aberdeen, Viscount 
on two occasions; Mr. Disraeli, like the 


last named, also twice; Mr. Gladstone 
for no less than four times, the only 
éubject who has attained such a dis- 
tinction; Karl Kowebery and the Mar- 
quis of Balisbury, who now for the 
third time directs her Majesty's Ooun- 
cil. ’ 

During the Queen’a long and happy 
reign Canada, which in 1837 was only 
an aggregation of uninfiwential pro- 
yinces, has become a nation, sirong in 
its own resources, and influential 
throughout the world. Australia, in 
1837, was litth more than a convict 
station, now it is. 

A POWERREFUL NATION, 
while New Zealand, Tasmania and the 
Cape of Good Hope have made giant 
gtrides In progress, politicaily, socially 
and financially. 

India in isa? was ruled by the Eaat 
India Company, a commercial under- 
taking; now the misdeeds of “John 
Company,” and ite flagrant corrup- 
tion, are all but forgotten in the bene- 
ficient rule of Victoria. Alas, though, 
it took the awful lesson of the Mutiny 
of 1857 and 1858 to dethrone the Com- 
pany. 

What wonderful changes has the 
world seen in her Majesty's reign.

be sxved in morality. The sorrows 
of ber subjects, the joy of her people, 
have been alike those of their Queen, 
and in the vast majority of cases, it 
is no mere form of words, when youn 
and old join together in singing, “God 
Save the Queen.”

THE BUILDING OP THE CHURCH. 


The following account of the laying 
of the corner stone of the church is taken 
from an old scrap bookin the posses- 
sion of Mr. George Wright, and was 
published In the Belleville Intelligencer 
of June 26th, 1874, It will be interest- 
ing to our readers in connection with 
the recent induction services :—~ 


The Presbyterians of Madoc. under 
the pastorate of Rev. David Wishart. 
having lost their Church some time 
since a fire, have, with praiseworthy 
zeal, eneray, and liberality, commenced 
the construction of a new one in the 
Village, which when completed will 
redit to the architects, 
Messrs. Langley & Burke, lag vag 8 
t is 
to be of Gothic style,.88 feet long by 44 
feet wide, with a spire 120 feet high. 
it will have a basement with a ceiling 
18 feet high, while the Church proper 
above the basement will be 81 ft. high, 
and/ will cost when eompleted about 
$12.000. ’ 

The Corner Stone of the Church was 
laid at 12 o’cléck noon on the 17th inst., 
by Mrs. Wishart, Though the day 
was unpropitious, it haying rained 
nearly all the morning, the attendance 
was remarkably good, there being pres- 
ent some five hundred persons froin all 
parts of the Township. 

Just at 12 o'clock noon, the ceremony 
of laying the Corner Stone was com- 
menced by the Choir, led by Mr. Wm. 
Seymour, singing one of the Psalms. 
Rev. Mr. Wishart then offered u 
prafer to the Almighty to bless anc 
smile upon their undertaking, after 
which the Rev. gentleman gave the 
following interesting statement = in 
connection with the Church in Madoc: 

“This Church took shape in 1853, 
with forty members. Mr. Jas, Ches- 
nut was ordained its first minister, and 
the field included a tract of country 
whose diameter was fifteen miles. He 
resigned his charge in 1855, and after 
an interval of eighteen months he was 
succeeded by the Rev. D, Wishart, who 
was ordained on the 6th of April, 1857.

THEY ENDURE WRECK, FAMINE 
AND HORRIBLE SUFFERING.

The life of a sallor, according to sea 
novels and poetry, is one of serene bliss, 
with never a care to furrow tbe brow 
daring the long days of supposed idle- 
hess while the ship is sailing from port 
to port. Thousands of boys have left 
their homes wilh a romantic concep 
tion of “life en the ocean wave,” 
but Ubeir poetical ideas are in a short 
time rudely dispelled, 

The sailors, in the landsman'’s opin- 
lon, have nothing to do but sing songa, 
play cards, spin yarns and watch the 
vesse] glide smoothly through the wa- 
tera. Notwithstanding all the accounts 
of terrible ocean suffering that have 
been published from time to time in the 
hewspapers, yet the opinion that 
“Jack's” life is a merry and a happy- 
golucky one continues to prevail, But 
the real life of “Jack Tar” is far from 
being # pleasant one, There is no 
other class of men who suffer such 
hardships, sorrows and privations as do 
the sailors. The accounts given by 
shipwrecked sailors, the slaying of once 
loved companions for the sustenance of 
life, are stories which both thrill and 
borrify. 

THE ILL-FATED MARY JANE, 

Take the thrilling history of the gal- 
lant ship Mary Jane. She had left 
Liverpool on a bright summer day in 
1850 bound “for Australia. It was a 
merry crew that sang the sailor songs 
as the anchor was weighed. Her crew 
numbered 68. All went well until Lhe 
ship had crossed the equator and was 
well in Southern waters. 

A terrific gale was encountered in lat- 
itude 40 degrees south. The Mary 
Jane lay helpless, with her rudder 
washed away and the mainuwast carried 
by Uhe board. Added to Lhe olber dam- 
age the ship had sprung a leak, and 
it took the combined energies of a! 


the crew at the pumps co keep the ves- 
eel afloat. But on and on she drified. 
DASHED TO PLECES. 

Death stared every one fully in the 
face. Those brave sailors, however, 
till stuck to their ship, believing that 
succor would come from some quarter. 
All their hopes were shattered, for one 
morning, just before daybreak, the 
Mary Jane struck on an unknown rock. 
A scramble was made for the boats, 
but out of the crew. of 68 onily 10 man- 
aged to leave the ship. The rest were 
either dashed to pieces on the rooks or 
forever engulfed in the angry waves. 

The survivors, with the only t sav- 
ed, had barely time to throw in a bag 
of hard sea biscuits and a small keg o 
water. Several times the boat came 
near being capsized by the heavy sea 
that was running. A amall sail was 
set and boat headed toward the 
Australian continent, 


OUT IN AN OPEN BOAT. 


Day after day passed and not a sight 
of @ vessel was seen. The small 
amount of provisions thrown into the 
boat were nearly exhausted. The fresh 
walter was nearly gone, and only a gal- 
lon at end of the eighth 
day. The outook was, indeed, dark. 
If their experience had been thrilling 
during the past two weeks; the worst 
was yet to come. What took place on 
that boat can best be tald in the words. 
of David Hargraves, second mate. 

The boat, with its dead and dying 
occupants, was picked up ahout 200 
miles from Adelaide, Australia. ‘The 
second mate’s story is as fdilows 

THE MATE'S STORY. 

“Ten of the crew, including myself, 
had managed to launch the cutter clear 
of the ship after she struck the rocks, 
1 took charge of the boat and gave 
out twice a day an allowance of bis- 
cuits and water. Eagerly each of us 
looked for a sail, but day after day 
we were doomed to disappointment. 

“On the eighth day the prospect was 
very dark. ‘hree biscuits was all that 
remained of the provisions, and the wa- 
ter supply had dwindled down toa gal- 
lon. the men as well as myself felt 
that the worst was yet to come. It 
was impossilde for me to figure out our 
position, as | did mot have either a 
sextant or compass. 


TERRIBLE PRIVATIONS. 


“The three remaining biscuits lasted 
for three days. Just think of it, only 
three biscuits to feed 10 men for three 
days! ‘The woefulness of our condition 
was made more apparent when, on the 
fifteenth day, we lound ourselves with- 
out either a bit of food or a drop of 
water to drink. . Iwo of the men had 
already become delirious, and the ma- 


= 


ly robust constitution had made it 
possible for me thus far to combat fair- 
ly well against the terrible privations 
which | had undergone. 

LOTS CAST. 

“It was on the morning of our seven- 
teenth day in the open boat that the 
dreaded = lois were called = for, 
I was by this time weak from loss of 
food and my thrist was burning me up. 
But weak as | was, greal as was miy 
desire for food, a thrill of horror crept 
through my) whole being as Il heard the 
clamoring for ‘ots. This is che must 
dreaded ordeal in the whole of a suil- 
or’s life. 

“It is simply impossible for landsmen 
to realize what it means to eat a fel- 
low being. 1 made an effort to rally 
the men, telling them that perhaps a 
vessel might be sighted during the day. 
My appeals were in vain. and it was 
with reluctance that I joined the oth- 
ers in fixing up the lots which would 
rob one of our number of his life in or- 
der that the others 

THE VICTIAL 
Might live. Each one looked at his 
neighbor with suspicion and in silence.

| ‘The rare metal thorium, discovered by 
ithe great chemist, Berzelius, early in 
| the present century, has just had 4 


| singular commercial resurrection. Thor- 
ium ia a rare earth that has long been 
simply a laboratory curiosity. When 
barned it emita a light more brilliant 
than that of burning magnesium, but 
j until the recent invention of incandes- 
‘cent lamp burners, in which the flame 
is incased in a metallic mantle, no use 
was discovered for it. Upon experi- 
menting with various substances, it was 
found that the oxide of thorium, call- 
ed thoria, makes the best mantle, for 
stich burners, and a demand being thus 
created for it, the value of thoria sud- 
denly sprang from almost nothing up 
to $250 a pound. Then a search began 
for new sources from which thoria could 
be obtained, and the search is not yet 
finished. Berzilius found it in some 
fragments of black marble in the sland 
of Lowen, in Norway. The mineral

Shipwrecked Raitora « Reach Shere After

The Hong Kong newspapers contain 
detail of one of the moat remarkable 
voyages ever made by a shipwrecked 
crew in an open boat.

“Flora P. Stafford,” without a éompasa, 
and navigating entirely by stars, after 
rl days reached Manilla.

The 
boats were soon separated by a storm. 
The first mate's boat has not been heard 
from. The captain reached Manilla all 
right. . The boatswain and his six men 
made amast out of a piece of step lad- 
der, a sail from a blanket, and an oar 
served forarudder. In this way they 
sailed under the tropical aun for thirty- 
four days, constantly wet from the 
heavy seas and rains. F waa scarce 
and the water very unwholesome, get 
none of the men fell ill till they reac 
Manilla, when two-had to be placed in 
@ hospital. It was a miracle that the 
boat ever reached land, for she shipped 
many heavy seas and had to be baled 
out constantly.

INFECTED CLOTHING ‘AND BEDDING. 


Mede ef Destraction in Medern Heapitals. 


However opinions may be divided as 
to the utility of refuse destructors as 
an auxiliary source of power, there can 
be no question at aH as to their absolute 
necessity, from a sanitary point of view. 
There is one oless of refuse so danger- 
ous that it cannot be carted even to 
the municipal destructor without risk 
to the public, amd especially to the em- 
ployes. This class includes infected 
clothing, bedding and other dangerous 
materiale that give rise to a constant 
risk of a complication of infections dix 
eases. These things can only be render- 
ed harmiess by fire, and should on so 
account be taken away from the hoe 
pitals. To meet this necessity a de- 
structor for hospital use has been de 
eigned on a somewhat smaller scale 
than the ordinary destructor.

THE POOR ARMENIANS. 


Actount of a Meeting ta Aberdeen, Srot 
jnnd. at Which «a Weman Mecstonary | 
Gives an Account of the direettics She 

Witwesacd. 

An account of a great meeting held | 

Hall, Aberdeen, Scotland. 

Sunday evening, Sept. 12, to bear & 

lecture on “Turkish Outrages in Ar- 

menia,” is published in the Banffshire 

Journal. The lecturer was a woman 

missionary from Armenia, whose name 

“for obvious reasons,” was not announc- 

ed. 


The lecturer introduced her subject 
by saying that when the Turks came 
to take Armonia there were 80,000,000 | 
inhabitanta; at the present day there 
are about 1,000,000. In the third cen- 
tury Armenia as a nation asaccapted 
christianity, and ever since has suf- 
fered peraecution such as no nation in 
the worki knows. Speaking of the mas 
sacre at Aorfa, a city of 65,000, about 
one-third of whom are Armenians, the 
speaker told of the trivial way in which 
the horror began. A Turk purchased 
some old gold coins from an Armenian, 
who called some days after for payment. 
The Turk, was greatly enraged that 
a “Christian dog” should dare come to 
his house, and next day went to the 
Armenian, and killed him. The Ar- 
menians, trusting to reforms sanctioned 
a few days previously, tried to take 
the Turk to the governor, when soldiers 


interfered, and some Armenians were 
killed. 


NO MAN LEFT ALIVE. 
Continuing she spoke as follows: 
One morning it was seen that a 

most unusual, thing waa about to hap- 
pen. On the eastern side of the city, 
at the old cdstle, there was a Turkish 
creacpnt raiséd high in the air. On the 
western side of the city was a great 
Turkish flag, and then coming over the 
hill were thousands and thousands of 
Turkish troops, under their officers, all 
armed, all in order—no mob and no 
Kurds—they were all Turks. The of- 
ficera halted there and the men wait~- 
ed for the commands. A bugle sounded. 
Then every Turk went down into the 


city like a furious, mad dog, and the 
result of that day's work it is impos- 
sible to tell you. Only God knows. At 
sunset the bugle sounded. The Turks 
withdrew from their work, and it is 
an actual fact that many of the narrow 
streets were so blocked up with the 
9 of people whom the soldiers had 
ed that the Turks themeelves could 
oot get over them. The streets ran 
with blood in no figurative sense, but 
in reality. The next morning the at- 
tack began again and was kept up till 
noon, and at noon the Turks stopped. 
because not a man remained alive in 
the city that the Turks could find. They 
killed. every man, and robbed every 
home, leaving only four bare walls, and 
those bare wails were without doors or 
windows. They had stri the wo- 
men completely and driven them to 
their mosques or harems. Then the 
Turks remembered that there was a 
great Armenian church left, and’ they 
went and broke nm the doors, and 
there they found 3,000 men, women and 
children. The an to pick them off 
one by one. t it was a big piece of 
work, and so they saw neg | would have 
to do something else. In Armenian 
churches we have no seats, only straw 
matting on which everyone sits on 
the floor. So the Turks took the straw 
matting in the church and piled it up 
in the middle of the floor. On this 
the re thirty cases of petroleum 
and then set fire it, and threw into 
that the living and the dead alike, and 
burned them up together. While 
those $8,000 Armenians were i 
eu up to the great white eFrone 
the Turks took up the great Armenian 
Bible, ol with silver, which the Ar- 
menians loved very dearly, and they 
tore it up leaf by leaf, and while they 
did so they, hooking up to heaven cried: 
“Jesus of the Christians, we defy Thee 
to come down and save Thy work and 
this people’ —({“‘shame”)—and seeing He 
did not come down they cried: “Jesus 
of the Christians is conquered by Ma- 
hamet the prophet.” The only people 
saved out of the 3,000 were some uti- 
ful girls and women—saved to a much 
worse fate than death. 


MOTHER'S HEROIC DEED. 


One of the most beautiful women, who

get a drink of water. The women in 
these thirty-two villages had been. tak- 
en by the Turks. 
NOT A WOMAN REMAINED. 
In ome little place sixteen young 
men of wealthy class had fled to the 
mountains, where they lived for several 
weeks among the snow, eating roots 
only.

Canada Gold Fields Company. 
Geeeral Activity at Delore is Marmora. 


(From Monday's Daily Intelligencer ) 


The Canada Gold Fields Company's 
mines at Deloro, is situated about four 
and one half miles from Marmora vil- 
_-. which place is already feeling the 

ects of the renewed activity of this 
enterprising company. The new build- 
ings which are in course of erection half 
a mile from the mine, are located near 
the Central Ontario Railway track, the 
company claiming that it is cheaper to 
convey oe to the works than to cart 
supplies to the mine. The buildings at 
the works are so situated that the ore 
passes from one process to the other 
until it is thoroughly treated, and the 
gold ready for shipment to the banks. 


PLAN OF BUILDINGS. 


First on the top’of the hill is the stone 
breaker, just below is the crushing 
house, then the leaching plant house. 
After this comes the assay and labor- 
atory ene which is 40x60 feet. 
Behind these buildings is located the 
boiler and engine house. The total 
cost, when completed, will probably 
be $25,000, and will cover somethin 
like three acres of ground. The build- 
tings are expected to be.completed in 
about a month's time. Part of the 
plant is already here, the balance is en 
route from England.

PROCESS, 

The Company have, we understand, 
decided after careful investigation to 
abandon the chloridination process of 
roasting the ore, and abstracting the 
gold product by means of fans and hot 
blasters, forinerly used by the old com- 
panies, and haye substituted a new 
process of dealing with the mispickel 
ore which is known as the cyanide pro- 
cess. It has been extensively in use 
in South Africa and Australia, with 
great success The gold is extracted 
without roasting the ore, by a chemi- 
cal separation process. Under the old 
system from 50 to 60 per cent of the 
gold was saved, which is about 812 to 
Sl4perton. By the new process it is 
claimed that 94 cent can be saved 
which will yield from $25 to 880 to the 
ton of the precious metal. It is said 
that formerly by the roasting process 
ateleast 30 per cent of the gold was lost 
in the hot blasts, 

MONEY REING SPENT.

AGRICULTURAL 


MULCH FOR PASTURES-AND MEA- 
DOWS. 

That the ywld of product in pastures 
and meadowa canibe greatly increased 
by mulching ia now pretty generally 
conceded by pr sctien} men who have 
®iven the quesiion due comsideration 
and yet we do not find that much 
effort is put forth aa a rule to secure 
the benefita of mulching to either pis- 
i tures or meadows, wrilea Thos. Shaw 
in Uhio Farmer. 

The materials for mulching may be 
obtained from two sources, viz... the 
material grown upon the fields in the 
autumn, and farm-yard manure. The 
former ia specially useful as a mulch 
for meadows, and the latter for pas 
tures, although protection for both 
may be obtained from either source. 

We can imagine muich being brought 

from other sources, aa for instance, 

from muck swampe and mari pita, but

But. the aftermath of meadows is usu- 
ally even more helpful to them after 
they have passed the winter than 
while they are passing it, It is —e 
fu: to them in the moisture which it 
bringa to them. When snow falls the 
long grass will hold much of it, so that 
it owill not drift away. When the 
snow thus held melta, it is very helpful 
to the meadows, unless in sections 
where the rainfall may be over-abun- 
dant. It is peculiarly helpful in sec- 
tions of country where the precipita- 
tion is light, as in some sections of the 
northwest, and it is also helpful in 
furnishing protection in winter in ad- 
dition to that which is furnished by 
the aftermath. When the rains of 
spring. fall upon meadows thus 
protected, a less proportion of the 
water escapes, either by running away 
over the surface or by evaporation, 
hence when the time of dry weather 
comes, euch. meadows have a suffi- 
clency of moisture to continue a vig- 
orous growth.

he | Taulch will break the force of the cold 


winds of early spring which so much 
retard growth. Such protection, com- 
bined with the greater vigor of the 
Plants through the shelter given in 
winter, will give these meadows a lon 
lead in the spring over those whic 
have been eaten bare the previous sea- 


son. 

And all these benefita will equally 
apply to pastures, but for reasons, that 
will be apparent, it is not nearly © so 
easy to provide a regular covering for 
pastures that will equally protect all 
parts of the field. Animals will not 
teed off a field evenly. They will crop 
some parts more closely than others. 

We «an imagine some instances where 
amulch would prove a damage to 
meadows in winter. If the growth has 
from any cause beeg particularly lux- 
uriant in the autumn, and if in the fol- 
lowing winter an unusually heavy fall 
of snow comes down and lies long, the 
entire meadow may perish through 
Smothering of the grasses. When fears 
are entertained on this acore, it ma 
be well to pasture off the aftermat 
before the advent of winter. 

Meadows may also be protected by 
Aliana with farmyard manure. 
When the material ig available, if the 
manure can be applied in the early 
autumn, the entire resulta will be 
more favorable than if applied at a 
later period, as when thus applied it 


STARTING AN ORCHARD 
The ground for an orchard shoul’ 
te well and deeply cultivated, and 
free from weeds, well drained, if th 
acil requires it. and moist soils ary 
better for draining except aandy ot 
light gravelly axils wilh a fight sab 
soil. Such tand may not require drain 
ing. Dut in every case it shoold be wei 
worked and pulverized and enriched 
fhe work of preparation muat be don: 
during the summer so as to be ready 
for fall or apring planting. Planting 
in the apring is preferred, whith wil! 
enable the trees to take firm hold af 
the earth and to resis’. the frost of 
next winter; tut planting may be done 
successfully in the autumn by protec- 
ting the trees so aa toe prevent the 
frost from heaving or misplacing them 
Se leot E iywon healthy and vigorous 
trees, and from a reliable nurseryman, 
and if posible from « soil similar to 
that in which you intend to plant your 
orchard. The different kinds of apples 
will depend upon your own choice and 
the suitability of aoil and climate I 
advise that the selection be made from 
the old tried and reliable kinds. 
distance apart should not: be leas 
than 30 feet, so 4s to allow the trees 
room to apread their branches and to 
form a low and spreading head. Close 
Planting has a tendency to force trees 
to run up, and preventing the fiuit 
from obtaining its proper color from 
the sun. and making it more difficuit 
to gather the fruit. At the distance 
of feet apart it will vequire 29 
trees to the acre.

SCHOOL GARDENS IN RUSSIA. 


Mewthe Yours. Iden ts Taught te Sheet 
in the Czur's Country. 

A very interesting feature of pri- 

mary education in Russia is the estab 

lishment and rapid development of 


‘amall farma, orchards, and kitchen gar- 


will firat provide winter protection and | 


will then greatly stimulate the growth 
of the grasses by enriching them. But 
when farmyard manure is applied to 


meadows in the unreduced form there- 


may be some trouble in raking the 
following summer, aa portions of un- 
decayed manure are liable to be gath- 
ered in with the hay. 

But for pastures manure makes an 
excellent mulch. It may be epplied 
in the autumn, if on hand, but it le 
usually more convenient to apply it in 
winter. It may be drawn fresh from 
the atables, and much straw in it is 
ne objection. When drawn in winter 
it should be spread at once. We can 
imagine localities where it could not 
be thus applied in winter because of 
the absence of frost, or because of 
the presence of too much snow. But 
by exercising due thoughtfulneas op- 
portunity will generally be found to 
engage in this work with advantage 
at certain intervals during the winter. 
in places where there is much snow- 
tall it may be well to mark the line 
of application from day to day by the 
use of stakes. Where this is not 
done a fresh fall of snow may quite 
obliterate the line which divides the 
manured from the unmanured  por- 
tions of the field. 

A mulch thus applied from the barn- 
yard in the winter season will 
found peculiarly helpful to tures. 
With every rain that falla the juices 
from the manure will go down into 
the ground and stimulate the growth 
'of the grasses. The manure will also 
|turnish a mulch which will greatly 
add to the degree of the moisture in. 
the ground, and in consequence the 
growth of the grasses will be still 
jturther enhanced. I know of a few 
i} methods of applying manure. which 
will bring a better return. and when 
i speak thus I do so from the stand- 
point of experience. When manure is 
thus applied it is no objection though 
1 should be fresh and composed large- 
iy of litter, for it is not anny to say 
whether the benefits from the man- 
ore as a mulch or as a fertilizer .will 
te the greater. And it is easy to see 
that when the manure has much lit- 
ter it can be applied with much more 
profit as amulch while it is yet 
bulky and umnreduced.

in possession of small model kitchen 
gardens, orchards, tree plantations, or 
farms, at which gardening, sylvicul- 
ture; and aericulture are regularly 
taught. The teaching is mostly given) 
by the schoolmasters, who themeslves 
receive instructions in these branches 
at courses voluntarily attended in 
the summer or ocoasionally by some 
practical specialist of the neighborhood, 
fhe province of Ekaterinosiay being 
mostly tree special attention is 
given to tree plantations and, next, to 
silkworm culture. The aggregate area 
of the 227 scliool farms or gardens at- 
tains 283 acres, and they con 5 
in 1895, 111, fruit trees and 238,300 
planted forest trees, nearly 14,000 of 
the former anil 42,000 of the latter hav- 
ing been distributed free among the 
pupila during the same year. The 
money grata for these gardens 
were very amall—ie., a little over three 
hundred pounds (£314) Besides over a 
thousand bechives are kept, partly by 
the schoolmastera and party Oe the 
children; and some schools d vine 
yards in connection with them. This 
movement has widely apread over dif- 
ferent oe of central Ruasia, 
where the culture of cereals dominates 
at the school farms; while in Cauca- 
sia attention is especial! given to 
the silkworm culture and the culture 
of the vine.

A despatch from London, says:—Since 
the Czar complimented the “very fine 
escort,” which the Channel squadron af- 
forded him in crossing from Portsmouth 
to Cherbourg increased interest has 
been taken in the condition of the Bri- 
tish navy, Mr. Goschen, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, has been devoting much

Many who, from lack of time or cour- 
age, deny themeeclves the healthful ex~- 
ercise of swimming will hail with plea- 
eure the novel idea of awell-known 
physician who has hit upon « scheme 
in which all ita benefita may be obtain- 
ed without going into the wates. 

That the idea is a practical one is 
shown from the fact that the medical 
man has already a larger number of 
patients who have taken advantage of 
it, and with whom dry ewimming hae 
becomie an every day routine. 

Dry swimming is all that the name 
implies, and needs no further or more 
special arrangements than a few pre- 
liminary instructions, a beayy rug, an 
easily arranged costume and the s#- 
clusion of one’s own apartment. 

First as to the costume. It can be 
any sort of a sleeveless garment, sul- 
ficiently loose to give freedom of mo- 
tion to body and limbs, flexible, light 
and short. The rug is required for the 
double purpose of giving a resting place 
to the bedy and adding elasticity to 
the motions to be gone through with. 
The dry swimmer lies with her back 
en the rug on the floor, and as closely 
as possible produces the motion of 4@ 
swimmer in the water, varying them 


only when the changed conditions make 
it necessary. 

From the time these motions are per-

Baffalo, Oct. 22.—According to 
papers filed to-day with the County 
Clerk, Daniel H. Edmons, of Mar- 
mora, Ont., has two wives, He 
married one_in New York and the 
other in Canada, and is now living 
in Canada with the Canadian wife. 
Mrs. Edmonds No. 1 who lives with 
her brother, Reuben Yates, this 
city, was married to Edmonds at 
Niagara Falls on August 5th, 1876. 
The couple went to live in Canada 
about three ‘miles from Malone 
station, in Marmora, North Hastings 
county, Ont They lived there to- 
gether until some time during the 
year 1887, when they separated. 
‘The following spring, to make the 
separation more binding, a paper 
was drawn up and signed by both 
husband and wife on Jan. Ist, 18338. 
The paper was a formal agreement 
to live apart, and gave to the wife 
the custody of the two children. 

Early last month Rev, Johnston 
Henderson, of Churchill, Monro 
County, N. Y., who had known both 
Mr. and Mrs. Edmonds in days 
when they were living together, 
made a yisit to Ontario, and while 
in the vicinity of Malone station 
called on Mrs. Edmonds. The 
minister learned that Mr. Edmonds 
had married again. When Mr. 
Henderson returned to this country 
he communicated with Mrs. Ed- 
monds No. 1, anc put her in posses- 
sion. of the facts, as he learned 
them—that her husband was living 
with another woman. Mrs. Ed- 
monds, of Buffalo, at once engaged 
an attorney and had a search made 
of the records of statistics in To- 
ronto, with the result that she now 
has in her possession a certified 
copy of the marriage certificate of 
her husband to Eliza Jane Fergu- 
son, at Warsaw, Ont., on May 15th, 
1893, the marriage being performed 
by Rev. R. Hyde. Armed with this 
certificate and an affidavit of Rey. 
Johnson Henderson to the effect 
that Edmonds is living with his 
second wife in Ontario, Mrs. Ed- 
monds, of Buffalo, believes she will 
win her action for divorce, in which 
to-day Justice Loughlin, in special 
term, issued an order for the ser- 
vice by publication of the summons 
and complaint. It is not thought 
that Edmonds will put in an ap- 
pearance, as he seems to prefer 
wife No.2 to wite No.1 and will 
doubtless be content to allow judg- 
ment of divorce to be taken against 
him by default.

small child is subjected in cold weather. 
there is none much miore disagreeable 
than the chapped lips which so often 
torment him. And when the ‘chap ” 
becomes u deep crack in the middle of 
the lip it is even more trying. The 
cold cream or vaseline often fails to 
produce any effect, and the split grows 
broader until the lower lip looks as if it 
were cut in half. The one quick and 
efficient remedy for this is a tiny phial 
of flexible collodion and a camel’s hair 
brush. The mother must hold the two 
sides of the lip together with one hand, 
while with the other she dips the brush 
in the collédion and quickly paints over 
the crack with the liquid. It dries al- 
most instantly, and in drying forms a 
skin over the wound. Whenever this 
skin breaks it must be renewed. In 
two or three days the lip will be enrtre- 
ly cured. The first application will be 
momentarily painful, but the smart is

TOMATOES FOR WINTER, 


Tomato Jam—Peel andslice a quan- 
tity of ripe tomatoes, put with them an | 
equal weighi of granulated sugar, and | 


“Dent” | 


cook an hour; when half done put ina) 
sliced lemon tied ina thin cloth witha | 
teaspoonfud of ginger, and lift it out 

when the jam is done. Put in jelly- 

cups and cover with paraffine paper. 

Canned Tomato.—Pare ripe tomatoes 
that are just large enough to slip easily | 
intoa can. Drop them into a keétle in, 
which there are a quantity of tomatoes | 
peeled and cut fine. When the pulp 
boils up well over them, put them in 
cans and cover with what remains in 
the kettle. 

Tomato Pickles.—Pare small not quite 
rips tomatoes, and weigh them, cover | 
them with cold vinegar and let them | 
stand three days. Pour off the vinegar, 
add five pounds of sugar to seven of to- 
matoes, spire to taste with cinnamon, 
cloves, etc. Heat the vinegar, put in 
the tomatoes and let them simmer slow- 
ly seven hours. 

Tomato Mangoes.—Cut a slice from 
the tops of large green tomatoes, scrape 
out the inside, replace the tops, and tie 
together. Let ibem, lie in strong brine 
one day, then wash them well in cold 
water. Season chopped cabbage to your 
taste wilh salt, pepper, mustard, anda 
little grated horseradish. Fill the to 
mato shells, replace the tops and tie, 


separately a peck of green tomatoes, a 
large head of cabbage, a dozen green 
peppers, half a dozen ‘red ones, anda 
dozen average-sized Onions. Mix them, 
and put inyera in a cloth, sprinkling 
each with salt. Tie up, and lot hang 
over night to drain; then squeeze as 
dry as possible with the hands. Cover | 
with cold, diluted vinegar, let stand 
six hours, then drain and squeeze as 
before. Mix together a scant teacupful 
of mustard seed, three tablespoonsful 
of celery seed, three tablespoonsful of 
ground all-spice, and two teacupfuls of 
grated horseradish. Add a pound 

sugar to sufficient vinegar of full 
strength to cover the chow chow, and 
cook it in the sweetened vinegar half 
an hour, then add the mixed spices, 
cook ten minutes and can while hot. 


LITERATURE IN THE HOME, 


It is not always the man who has at- 
tended schoolk and colleges for the 
greatest length of time that is the most 
learned and intelligent.: Mang of the 
greatest men both in science and poli- 
tics, who have attained fame, and for- 
tune through their own efforts, have 
been self educated. Very often the 
school is not adequate to give the chil- 
dren the taste for good literature which 
may be acquired ina home where there 
is some intellectual life. If the children 
are accustomed to read good books and 
hear intelligent conversation on sub- 
jects reported in books and papers, they 
will form a taste for going to suc 
sources a8 interest and amuse them.

It is as well to change the way of 
dressing the hair oceasionally. for a 
day or two, to reat it.

Wash the kettle and return the pulp 
to it: add one and a half cupfuls of 
sugar, two teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, 
a teaspoonful of ground cloves, one of 
allspice; simmer slowly until thick 
enough, then put into bottles, cork, and 
keep in a cool place. 

To prepare a floor for dancing have 
it well washed, and when the boards 
are thoroughly dry scatter boracic 
powder all over them and rub it in well 
with the feet.

To clean brown shoes, take a pint of 
skimmel milk, half an ounce of spirits 
of salts, half an ounce of spirits. of 
lavender, 1 ounce of gum arabic and 
the juice of two lemons; mix all to- 
gether and keep in a bottle closely 
corked. Rub the shoes with a piece 
of sponge dipped in this preparation, 
and when they are dry polish them 
with a soft brush or a bit of clean 
flannel. 


IMPROEMENTS IN TANNING. 
Old Methods in Which the Time Has Been 
Shertened Prem tenths te Hours. 

One of the great objections in tan- 
ning has always been the enormous 
time occupied in the production of 
really good leather. Hence, inven- 
tive talent has for many years been 
seeking to devise means for quickening 
the process. A method has just been 
brought into notice for producing good 
marketable leather in a comparatively 
infinitesimal part of the time involved 
in ordinary tanning. Leather is. made 
by tanning hides or skins, after being 
treated with a certain preparation, 
with different reagents having a base 
of tannin. This operation used to be 
carried on exclusively in tubs or pits, 
where the hides or skins remained for 
months in contact with solutions of 
tannin, at first very weak, and then 
a little stronger. Various means of 
hastening the operation were tried, 
founded either on 4 species of working 
or drumming, or mechanical fulling, in 
order to re-enforce the action of the 
tannin by constantly remewed contact, 
or upon the addition of various sub- 
stances to the tannin solutions to in- 
crease their activity, or, lastly, upon 
the passage of a current of electricity 
through the mass. So far, tanners, 
from fear of burning or damaging the 
hides, have used solutions of tannin al- 
together too weak, commencing with 
a strength of, say, Il degree, or at 
most 2 degrees Baume, in order to 
come gradually to the ‘maximum of 
from 3 degrees to about 4 degrees 
Baume. 

The anew process is based upon the 


gimultaneous employment of violent 
drumming or fulling solutions of tan- 
nin, having a degree of concentration 
very far above that hitherto sanctioned 
by theory and custom. A barrel large 
enough to hold 10 or 12 ewt. of bides, 


|and holding a solution of tanning of 


about six and a half degrees Baume, 
is rotated on its axis. It is mot neces- 
sary to add any other substance or 
reagent, euch as sulphur or other acid, 
turpentine and the like, as the highly 
concentrated solution of tannin acts 
with great promptness and effective- 
ness upon the hides. The barrel is ro- 
tated at a velocity of about 10 revolu- 
tions per minute. The hides need no 
preliminary preparation beyond the 
ordinary unhairing, l[leshing and 
scouring. Fromtime to time the mio- 
tien of the barrel is stopped for tak~- 
sung samples of the liquid, which is 
brought back according to require- 
ment not only to the initial density, 
but to a slightly higher stage. by the 
additice time of a suitable quan- 
tity of concentrated tannin. So that 
when the first batch of hides are fin- 
ihed the solution is ready for the next. 
The time occu waries, of course, 
with the quality and nature of the 
hides. From two to four hours are 
sufficient for small hides or skins, such 
as, for example, those of sheep and the 
like. and from 20 to 30 hours are need- 
ed for the heavy or thick bull or ox 
hides, euch as those of the calf, cow and 
similar animals. When the skins are 
removed from the barrel they are ready 
for the currying and finishing oper- 
ations of leather manufacture.
